A most interesting illustrated lecture 
was given last evening in the Diocesan 
College by Prof. MacLean, of the De- 
partment of Classics, on the political and 
religious situation in the Near East. 

Principal Ritchie, of the Congrega- 
tional College, presided at the meeting, 
while Principal Hex ford, of the Diocesan | is much more satisfactory than a three 
College, operated the projecting machine, team league. Taking it all around the 

Prof MacLean spent the past summer 
in Mesopotamia, Egypt and Palestine 
with an archaeological expedition. How- 
ver, Prof. MacLcan's remarks were bas- 
ed rather uyon politics and religion than 
upon archaeology. He explained the 
chaotic condition of religion and politics, 
outlining the rise of a simplified and vir- 
ile form of Mohammedanism, called 
IVahabi, under the teachings of a new and 
mysterious prophet. This movement in 
Arabia has been kept in check by the 
liberal distribution of British subsidies 
nmong the desert chiefs. There is ev- 
erywhere according to Prof. MacLean, a 
feeling that trouble is brewing among the 
wild desert tribes, and some authorities 
fear a Holy War. The people of Arabia 
»re for the. most part pro-Turkish rather 
!han pro-British, the mutual tic of Mo- 
hammedism is probably the explanation 
of this idea. Everywhere there is gen- 
raj activity against the Christians of 
Palestine and un the whole the situation 
In that part of the War East is one of 
langer. 

Prof. MacLean questioned whether 
îhc new British Government would con- 
tinue the Churchill system of paying sub- 
sidies in order to keep peace, and ex- 
pressed the conviction that the Labour 
Party now so powerful, would be violent- 
ly opposed to any such measures in the 
Near Eastern policy. 

In describing the situation in Egypt 
Prof. MacLean stated that that country 
had fallen away from British Rule dur- 
ing the war, and that now there was a 
strong anti-British feeling among the 
natives in spite of the great economic 
prosperity which Egypt had enjoyed un- 
der the regimes of Cromer and his suc- 
cessor!. 

Among other adventures, Prof. Mac- 
Lean made a trip by. airplane from Cairo 
to Bagdad across the great desert wastes 
of Arabia in very few hours, a means of 
transportation that offered great contrasts 
to the old and picturesque caravans of 
camels acrosss the sands. 

To illustrate his remarks upon this in 
;erestmg portion of British Dominions, 
Prof. MacLean showed many slides of 
ruins in Mesopotamia picturing ancient 
Babylon and old Assyrian cities destroyed 
thousands of years ago. 

The whole lecture was very timely, in 
view of the fact that the attention of the 
whole world îs focussed upon the Near 
East at present, so that this well inform- 
ed account of the country by one familiar 
with its peoples and customs was very 
welcome to Prof. MacLean's audience.

Richard Harding Davis, Owen Johnson 
and Jack London dabbled with sports in 
their writings, but their sporting litera- 
ture was not on a par with their best ef- 
forts on other themes. 

Sports as a subject of literary treat 
ment beckon to modern realists. There 
is nothing more realistic than football 
— nothing more virile and forceful than 
a Gargantuan William toppling before 
a Borserker Dempscy; But realists ap 
parently have not much use for sport. 
Tn their search for the big punch they 
have overlooked the biggest punch of

L. Todd, past honorary president of 
the Western Club, has consented to 
attend the next meeting of the West- 
ern Club, and that he will deliver a 
special address on recent experiences 
in Europe.

The English language is rich 
enough, if drawn upon generously, 
yet with discrimination, to express all 
human experience. But thc idea must 
first be acquired, then vitalized by 
personal experience, and finally trans 
latcd into the fitting words. We ought 
to, learn to deal honestly with words 
and to face our responsibility in using 
them.— Christian Science Monitor.

At the Arts Freshman-Sophomore 
banquet, held some time ago, Dr. Eve, 
head of thc Department of Physics, 
in thc cousre of the proposal of one of 
the toasts, named as an inspiring pas 
sage thc famous verses from the 
Apocrypha, beginning "Let us now 
praise famous men."

Teachers' Association of tlie Ethical Cu! 
turc School, on "The Need for Bcttei 
English." charged the great maiority of 
ihc pcopl: with using English 'liai i 
full cf mistakes m j'aininar, p.-niiytiticia 
tion, and choice of words. 

The speaker pointed out that as Eng- 
lish is the foundation of all education in 
the case of English-speaking peoples, a 
knowledge of the correct use of the 
mother tongue was needed to enrich tlu 
life of the individual and to make men 
successful in business. He also condemn- 
ed the use of slang, ascribing its preva- 
lence to laziness, and describing it on 
the whole as dull and colorless, though 
admitting that some slang expressions are 
forceful and picturesque. 

*.n imperfect command of English,' 
said Dr. Ncilson, "hinders -i man or 
woman not only from telling other peo- 
ple that he or she thinks, from con 
verting them to his or her pi ans and 
ideas and from letting them know how 
lie or she feels, but it also keeps him 
or her from learning from others, what 
their thoughts and feelings arc. 

"Most people assume that because they 
speak English every hour, that there is 
no need to study it as a spoken language. 
Wc obey most of the rules of grammar 
through imitation without knowing why 
we do h. We learned grammar chief- 
ly that when wc make mistakes wc may 
be able to sec where the mistake lies. 
Sometimes these mistakes are serious, so 
serious that they make our meaning 
doubtful or wrong. Other mistakes 
make no great difference in the meaning, 
but give the impression of slovenliness 
or lack of education. 

"Rules of pronunciation are also the 
result of habit. They are not logical 
and cannot be arrived at by reasoning, 
except that pronunciation like spelling can 
usually be explained when we know the 
history of words. 

"As civilization goes on there are few- 
er and fewer differences between dialects 
and pronunciation approaches more and 
more to a standard which all use and un- 
derstand. This standard is not the 
form of speech used by the largest num- 
ber of people. It is rather than of the 
best educated and most refined. Those 
who conform to that standard arc they 
who can go from one state to aonther or 
from one English-speaking country to 
another and be intelligible everywhere 
without difficulty and without appearing 
provincial— that is, without showing the 
marks and limitations of their own little 
part of the world. 

"Prounciation is not merely a matter 
of being understood, but may also be a 
source of pleasure or distress. Oftcncr 
than we know, our delight in the com- 
pany of a friend is due to the pleasant 
sound of his voice, and the way which 
he utters his words. The opposite case 
is equally frequent. A harsh or squeak- 
ing voice may make a person otherwise 
attractive very unpleasant. Manv a 
beautiful woman loses her charm as soon 
as she begins to speak." 

"In writing, the ability to express one- 
self clearly and forcibly is scarcely less 
important than in speaking. Learning to 
write is part of the necessary preparation 
for any career; and even those who have 
no business or profession write letters. 
In days when people were less hurried 
than they are now, letter writing was an 
art in which a great many were skilled ; 
and thousands of men and women who 
had no pretensions to being literary, 
wrote to their friends and relatives epis- 
tles full of charm and interest to the 
present day. Though wc may not as- 
pire to revive this lost art, it is still pos- 
-iblc to sustain and enrich our intercourse 
with our friends by making our letters 
interesting and agreeable reading. L-ur- 
thcrmorc, the greater part of business is 
carried on by correspondence, and skill 
in composing clear and effective business 
letters is one of the greatest aids in the 
commercial world 

"The study of the art of writing then 
is a necessity for the ordinary man as 
for the author, since the lack of training 
in it is a handicap in almost every de- 
partment of life, and hinders us' in a 
thousand ways in establishing and main- 
taining that kind of intercourse with our 
fellows on which much of the interest 
and value of life depends." 

To use words well wc have to gain a 
clear and precise knowledge of their 
meaning, and then to make sure that 
those wc use correspond to our thought 
This means work and often hard think 
ing; and there arc few things people dis- 
like to do more than hard thinking ; and 
there are few things people dislike to do 
more than hard thinking. The chief 
cause of our incorrect use of words is 
laziness. This appears in the use of 
slang. 

Some slang expressions are forcible or 
picturesque; but the greater part of com- 
mon slang consists in making one word 
which happens to be fashionable for the 
moment do the work of many. It is 
less trouble to use such a word in sen- 
tence than to find the appropriate one for 
each case. A few years ago 'fierce' was 
used for everything that was unpleasant 
or extreme, as nioe is used for the oppo- 
site. Speech filled with words like these 
is dull and colorless; and the stu dv of 
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English should give us so large a choice 
of words and so fine a sense of their cx- 
ict meaning that we would not need to 
employ such cheap and worn symbols for 
our idea-. 

Furthermore, the trouble we take ki 
■ft the right word lor what we think 
has an effect on the way we think. If 
iftcn leads us to sc that we do not know 
vhat wc think, or only know of dimly; 

1 so wc arc led to think more clearly. 
For the study of speech his also the study 
: thought. 

Few people get through life without 
laving to address groups of people in a 
more or less formal way. In politics, it 
is all but essential to speak forcibly and 
■iiTsuasively, and most men cannot do 
his without study and practice. In 
business ihcre are frequent conferences 
where a plan or an idea must be pre- 



sented so as to convince ; in society there 
are numberless occasions when the man 
who cannot express himself easily and 
pleasantly is at a great disadvantage. 
Hardly any activity in a community can 
be engaged in without calling for 
speeches. As the occasion is more im- 
portant, tlte failure is more humiliating. 

Dr. Ncilson concluded his address by 
advising the study of good literature, and 
commending a revival of the* old-time 
practice of reading aloud in the family 
circle. "Most people," he said, can look 
: a printed page and pronounce more or 
less accurately what is seen there, but 
there is a great différence between 'he 
best and the worst way of doing this. 
Reading aloud is an uncommon accom- 
plishment; it means practice so that the 
eye runs ahead of the tongue to give 
warning of what is coining ; it means 



thorough understanding of what is writ- 
ten, and control oi the voice so that the 
reader can render forcibly and agreeably 
the ideas and emotions oi the printed 
word. The decline of the habit of read- 
ing aloud in families is probably due in 
part to the pain fulness of listening to the 
stammering enunciatio, misleading em- 
phasis and lack of sympathetic feeling 
'hat marks the attempts of even fairly 
well educated persons. 

"The most frequent cause of such de- 
fects is the habit of reading superficial- 
ly. The justification for the detailed 
study of picaes of standard literature is 
that it helps to correct bad habits of 
skimming and skipping. Our power of 
recognizing good workmanship, well- 
chosen words that hit the exact shade of 
meaning intended flowing sentences that 
delight the car, our power of appreciat-
